(Special.)— Through a 
complete report of the work of the 
American Red Cross in the w ar by 
Chairman Henry P. Davison, on b e­ 
half of the war council, the organ iza­ 
tion on the eve of its annual enroll­ 
ment of members during the Third 
Red Cross Roll Call, November 2 to 
l l , has rendered an accounting o f the 
many millions given It by the A m eri­ 
can people to help our fighting men 
aud our allies. 
The statem ent is, In 
part, as follow s: 
"The war council of the American 
Red Cross is now prepared to m ake a 
com plete accounting to the American 
people of money contributed and e x ­ 
pended, as well as the work done by 
the American Red Cross during the 
period in which tile war council w as 
in control of its affairs. 
T he w ar 
council was appointed May 19, 1919, 
and went out o f existence February 
28, 1019. 
"It w as tile practice 
of 
the 
war 
council to give complete publicity to 
its policies and finances, but it is only 
now that a picture of the war period 
as a whole can tie presented. 
It is 
the feeling o f the war council that a 
report In this summarized form should 
lie made directly ti* the public which 
provided the money and gave the e f­ 
fort which made the American Red 
Cross a success. 
"A statem ent o f the American Red 
Cros© effort and finances since 
the 
war council relinquished its control 
will he m ade to tile public through 
tile executive committee, and it is im ­ 
portant, therefore, that tile fact thai 
tliis report covers the period only until 
March I, should lie carefully noted.”

seen their comrades fall by their side, 
and have seen the battlefields strewn 
with the bodies of the dead and dy­ 
ing. These have had serious thoughts, 
and many such have brought these 
thoughts home with them.

hest that is in him, living up to all 
the iigiit he has, win, or merit, God’s 
favor. 
This is a delusion that Satan 
us**s most successfully. 
The natural 
man thinks so much of himself that 
any intimation that his righteousness 
Is as filthy rags is offensive; but such 
are the principles of God’s moral gov­ 
ernment, that unless a man is perfect, 
all is lost.
